St. Petersburg, March 14.—Although 


the general stAff refuses to make pub- 
lic the position of the Russian forces 
at present there Is no reason to doubt 
that General- Kuropatkin with ap- 
proximately 100,000 men. has reached 
Ties Ling safely and is engaged in 
erecting a hasty fortification to stem 
temporarily the advaace of the 'Japa- 
nese before continuing his retreat. 


London, March 14—(Bulletin)—Your 


correspondent is today unable to se- 
cure tne slightest confirmation of the 
optimistic 
peace reports 
emanating 


from Washington. Diplomatists 
here 


say they have no information including 
an early end of hostilities. They add 
that the Washington view can hardly 
be more tha nthatthe wish is father ot 
the thought for there is no reason to 
believe that any one except the Czar 
knows when peace will 
come. The 


present diplomatic view is that the 
Czar has not yet reached an unalter- 
ale^ resolut!0jpi_on_fi, wjiy_ or the other, 
aid that SMy otpfnion either positive or 
negative, is merely a guess. 


Tokyor March 14—A dispatch from 


the Japanese field headquarters today 
says most of the fol-eign attaches with 
the Russian army, including two Am- 
erican and two English orzcers, were 
captured at Mukden. Details of the 
.tight of 0>ku's army near Likampu say 
it was most desperate. The Russian 
casualties were over 10,000 killed and 
wounded and the Japanese over 3,000. 
The Russian dead were left on the field 
in heaps, including many staff oflicers. 
Part- of the extreme- army reacned the 
railway between Mukden and Tie Pass, 
destroying it, thereiby preventing tDe 
trains from running north. 


BAROfiJAYASHI 


Hears the Japs Are Still Driving the 


Remnants of the Enemy Into the 


- 
Montainous Districts. 


London, March 14.—Baron Hayashi, 


the Japanese ambassador, -has given 
out a statement saying, in the direc- 
tion of the Shahke~ river the Japanese 
continue driving the remnants of the 
enemy into the mountainous districts 
and in the section east of the. Tie 
Ling. road. A considerable number of 
Russian officers and men surrendered.

Berlin, March 14.—A dispatch from 


Moscow today states that the rebel-

The 
peasants burned the Czar's country 
residence in the vicinity of Niejln. 
The aggregate damage done the -im- 
perial estate is estimated at 91,000,- 
000.

St Petersburg, March 14.—The 


sian general staff reports that "the 
main body has already completed its 
retreat and the rear guard southward 
is falling back slowly." What either 
the "main body" or the "rear guard" 
consists of has not been definitely 
fixed, but from the press dispatches 
the two combined must be nut a small 
portion of the army which General 
Kuropmtkln had gathered along the 
banks of the Sbakhe. and Hun. riyejs. 


And yet those who have reached Tie 
pass, worn out from days of fighting 
and retreating, are not out of danger, 
the Japanese, it is reported, havjng 
already started another .turning move- 
ment which will force the Russians on 
to the plains north of Tie pass. The 
men who escaped are strengthening 
the fortifications ih Tie pass, but it is 
hardly possible that the pass can be 
held in the face of the overwhelming 
forces opposed to the Russians, and 
it is not likely that Oyama will rest 
satisfied with his victory at Mukden, 
as he did after Biaoyang. There will 
he no uneasiness as to the food supply 
as long as communications 'are main- 
tained to the northward, as large 
hands of cattle roam the plains under 
Cossack herders, and every station on 
the railroad is a huge commissariat 
department. The Russian soldier is 
always well fed, the soup kitchens on 
wheels-always keeping in touch with 
the men. 


As to the losses, General Kuropat- 


kin now admits that Sff.OoT wounded 
were carried off the field. This, with 
the "26,500 dead, left on- the field, the 
^0,000 prisoners and the,wounded left 
in the hospitals, comes somewhat 
nearer the latest Japanese estimate 
that the total Russian losses were 
155,000. At this rate Kuropatkin can 
not have more than 100,000 effective 
fighting men with him. The army of 
General Linevitch seems to have 
made the best retreat, but this no 
flouht was due to the stubborn fight 
made by General Rennenkampff on 
his extreme left and "the equally fierce 
resistance of General Kaulbars on the 
right, the latter general losing 28,000 
men. Neither the army of Kaulbars 
nor of Rennenkampff has yet been ac- 
counted for by the dispatches. After 
his defeat around the western tombs 
Kaulbars, finding his retreat directly 
northward cut off, made a detour to 
the eastward, where he was still fight- 
ing at last accounts. Rennenkampff 
must also stHl be in the hills to the. 
eastward. The Japanese report the 
capture ,of 24 more, guns, GG in all, a 
rather small number considering the 
decisive defeat and the number of 
men captured. The Japanese losses 
have been remarkably light in view of 
the length and severity of the fighting. 


_A correspondent with General Ku-; 


roki's army tells how the battle of 
JIukden wa's won. The Russian gen- 
eral was deceived as to where the 
blow was to be struck, and after mass- 
ing his forces on the Japanese right 
found, when too late, that his right 
was the objective of the Japanese. 


In all the speculation as to peace 


the one point that is coming to the 
front is that Russia would prefer to 
settle, directly with Japan without the 
aid of any third nation. This is in line 
with the dream of'many leading Rus- 
sians that the natural allies in the far 
east are Japan and Russia, they being 
the only nations whose domains bor- 
der " on Korea and Manchuria, both 
having other interests there besides 
those of trade.

This the emperor hat, 
learned from friendly chancellories in 
Europe, as well as the general terms 
acceptable to Japan. These, it is ex- 
pected, include the retention by tfapan 
of Port Arthur, a Japanese protec- 
torate over Korea, and -an indemnity. 
From a high official it is learned that 
Russia has recalled her second Pacific 
squadron. An attache of a Russian 
embassy in Europe is quoted as ex- 
pressing the belief that Kuropatkin's 
recent defeat will force Russia to ask 
for peace.

Springfield, 111, March 14.—In the 


lower house of the state legislature 
Representative McKinley of Chicago 
introduced, an anti-trust bill drawn by 
Attorney General Stead, and indorsed 
by Governor De!neen. The definition of 
a trust is enlarged to include both life 
insurance companies and underwrit- 
ers. 
The bill provides a system of 


graduated fines' for corporations vio- 
lating the act, a similar system for 
the officers of the corporations, and it 
is especially provided that any person 
or corporation injured by the opera- 
tion of a trust shall be entitled to sue 
and recover twofold all damages sus- 
tained. 


BRIDGE COLLAPSED 


Carrying Dozen or More Into River at 


Los Angeles—High Water in , 


California. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 14.—The 


Seventh street bridge over Los Ange- 
les river fell, carrying with it into the 
flood-swelled river 12 to 15 persons, 
two of whom are believed to have 
been drowned. The list includes two 
unknown men,^nd their bodies are 
.thought to have been carried down the 
fiver. Mrs. Clara Webb, rescued from 
the flood, was probably fatally hurt by 
falling timbers. The high water in the 
river had attracted a numher of sight- 
seers to the bridge. The buttresses of 
the bridge had been weakened by the 
flood, and when a sudden swelling of 
the waters came the supports were 
carried away and the bridge collapsed.

Chicago, March 14.—War to the

Above all our sympathy and re- 
gard are due to the struggling wives 
among those whom Abraham Lincoln 
called the plain people, and whom he so 
loved and trusted; for the lives of these 
women are often led on the lonely heights 
of quiet, self-sacrificing heroism.

much as I am speaking to an assemblage 
of mothers I shall have nothing whatever 
to say In praise of an easy life

is tl-e work which is never ended 
No 


mother has an easy time, and rao«t moth- 
ers have very hard times: and jet what 
true mother would barter her experience 
of joy and sorrow in exchange for a life 
of cold selfishness, which insists upon per- 
petual amusement and the avoidance of 
care, and which often finds its fit dwell- 
ing- place in some flat designed to furnish 
with the least possible expenditure of 
effort the maximum of comfort and of 
luxury, but in which there is literacy no 
place for children?

Avenues of Escape on Burning Structure Blocked 


and Work Rendered Difficult-One 


Man's Heroic Work, 


Many Others are Injured in Early Morn- 


ning Disaster in New York City 


LIOBTEH LAMP UPSET IN PAINT 


New York, March 14.—The lives of 


nineteen persons, men, 
women 
and 


children, were snuffed out at 5 this 
morning in a tenement fire in 
the 


Ghetto diit: t 
Sixteen others were 


seriously injured by burns or falls. 


The scene of the fire was in 
a 


double decked tenement at 105 Allen 
street. A careless tenant left a. light- 
ed oil lamp on an empty paint barrel 
standing in the hall. The lamp was 
upset, probably by a cat, setting fire 
to the barrel. The flames were com- 
municated to a paint store in , the 
building and a auick and fierce fire 
followed. 
The firemen and policemen 


worked heroically to save ail. 
The

Ten minutes after the alarm the 


fire department was on the scene but 
the flames had eaten through a stair- 
way and all five floors were burning. 
The fire escapes clogged with bedding 
and boxes, were swarming with panic 
and terror stricken people. While the 
ladders were being raised the wind 
sprang up and the flames poured out 
onto the people on the fire escapes. 
Men and women jumped to the side- 
walk and some were caught in the 
arms of the firemen. Women hurled 
children to the street and leaped after 
them. Lieut. Bonner scaled a red hot 
fire escape five times and each time 
brought down a woman and child. The 
last time his strength gave way and 
his charges would have been plunged 
to the sidewalk bad they not been 
caught by another fireman. Lieut 
Bonner fell against the fire escape and 
would have been roasted to death had 
not firemen scaled' the ladder and 
brousht him down. 


A human chain was formed by 


Lieut Hannigan, Firemen ^Grath 
Walsh, Poggie and Policeman \Vartal- 
skv and they rescued a score or more. 
Those clinging to the fire escapes on 
the top floors and did not jump were 
slowly roasted. Their cries were hor- 
rible L hear. They could not descend 
because the fire escapes were dossed 
with furniture and ash cans- Several 
were seen to come to the w,ndo»s 
and then fall back In to tne flames

reach of the firemen, found themselves 
caught in a barred fire escape and 
then tell victims of the flames. Marifc 
were seen to come to the windows and 
then fall back into the flames. Tne 
firemen did little to check the flames 
except to keep them from sjpreading, 
They were too busy savingjives to at- 
tend to much else. The oullding was 
completely gutted. The bodies of the 
dead were removed to Eldridge Street 
station, where hundreds pleaded for 
admission to see tiie bodies. Relatives 
and friends tried to effect indenttfica- 
tions, but many of the bodies were so 
burned and charred that identification 
was almost Impossible.

The finder was directed 
to bring it to William A. Cievenger, 
No. 16 Maiden 'Lane, the jeweler from 
whom 
Mrs. Ward 
purchased 
the 


brooch two years ago. 


Mr. Clevenger was called upon yes- 


terday afternoon

showed him the advertisement

asked if the offer of §1,000 was made 
in good faith. The jeweler assured 
him that he money was ready for any 
ont who could produce tbe gems. 


"Well," said the man, "I will brin: 


the thing here within an hour."' 


The visitor was very nervous anc 


apparently afraid" of arrest. He saic 
he would bring his sister, as she had 
the brooch and would attend to tbe 
business end of the transaction. 


"The fellow 
loked like a tramp,' 


said Mr. Clevenger, "and I was sorry 
for his plight. It was only after many 
questions that I got from him the 
story of how he found the jewel. He 
said that about 5 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing he was walking through Thirty-

credited with the cutting remark that 
whereas for .half a century Japan has 
been sending to Europe examples of 
art of admittedly high character in its 
pottery and weaving designs, which 
were the despair of European competi- 
tors, yet on the very eve of the twen- 
tieth century the Japanese were still 
excluded from European markets by 
the general 
opinion of those"in the 


trade" that they did not belong to the 
category of civilized nations. 
"But," 


added the Japanese diplomat in sub- 
stance, "within the past year we have 
managed to slay some 
70,000 Euro- 


peans, and, behold, you accept us as 
'civilized.'" And it is still 
further 


pointed out by the keen-witted diplo- 
matist that not only has Japan shown 
the .capacity to organize and use the 
military power so highly respected in 
the West, but she has taught Euro- 
peans something more in the intelli- 
gent care she takes of her soldiers— 
that js, to save lives. She has employ- 
ed the armies cared for in this scien- 
tific manner solely for the defense of 
her vital interests and for the attain- 
ment of commercial rights which she 
stands ready to share with the whole 
world. Japan is teaching the European 
powers" great lessons and duties, and 
they apply to other powers than Rus- 
sia, which is "just now undergoing a 
severe course of Japanese discipline 
and instruction. On the whole the Jap- 
anese diplomat makes an. unanswera- 
ble' showing that his country is entitled 
to the credit of being civilized. In the 
stern flessons of war, and many of the 
acts of peace, she is the superior of 


teachers.

Organization Has Been in the United 


States 25 Years and Has Had a 


Very Wonderful Growth. 


Local 
members of the Salvation 


Army are taking deep interest in the 
forthcoming celebration of the twenty 
fifth anniversary of the Army's exist 
ence in the United States. The cere 
monies attending this event will be 
held in Carnegie and Music halls in 
New York City, March 25-29, and wil 
be under the direction of Commander 
Eva Booth. Twenty-five • years 
ago 


there were only eight members of the 
Army in the United States, but at the 
anniversary there will 
be gathered 


several hundred officers and soldiers 
from all parts of the country, repre 
senting in their turn many additiona 
hundreds, all of whom toil, pray anc 
live for the betterment of their fel 
lowmen. 


This mighty organization has come 


to be recognized by all classes alike 
not only in the United States, but in 
almost every country on the globe, as 
the greatest agency the 
world 
has 


ever known for reclaimation and refor 
ination of criminals and evildoers of 
all grades and types, and for the nrac 
tical, permanent aiding of the poor 
and unfortunate. 


The first country 
outside of Eng- 


land, to be affected by the work of the 
Salvation Army was America. As far 
back as 1872, when it was in 
its 


embryonic condition, and was 
only 


known as "The 
Ch'ristian Mission/ 


one of its converts, "Brother Jermy/ 
found his way to Cleveland, O., anc 
there to use General Booth's expres- 
sion in answering his letters, "raisec 
the banner of the Mission." It was 
impossible at that early date to send 
reinforcements, and hence the work 
fell through with the departure ol 
Jermy. 


In 1879" a second start was made by 


a family named Shirley. This time il 
was in Philadelphia that operations 
were commenced, in an old factory. 
The urgent appeal for help sent 
to 


General Booth met with an immediate 
response, and in February, 1880, Coin 
missioner George Scott' Railton. with 
a band of seven "hallelujah" lassies, 
landed in New York. 


Opposition, ridicule, persecution and 


even imprisonment were met with 
for the work of the Army was but lit- 
tle known and less understood in 
those days. None of tuese things, how 
ever, served to dampen the ardor of 
workers, and ere long it was apparent 
that the Salvation Army had come to 
America to stay. 


The first convert of the army in 


America was a notorious character ol 
thosp days; a drunkard, a general 
nuisance to the community, who came 
to be known as "Ash-barrel Jimmy' 
from the manner in which he sained 
his livins. 


For many years the army confined 


itself entirely to purely spiritual op- 
erations, but with the arrival of the 
late leaders. Commander and Mrs. 
Booth Tucket, in 1896, the social, or

Side.of the Public Square, occupied 
by the Criticos* Candy Kitchen,, they 
came across a gruesome find. 


In making the excavation they broke 


into an unused vault some feet be-

debris, they found the skeleton of a 
man. which were in a good state of 
preservation. 
The skeleton was that 


of a man of medium size, and a pair 
of old boots were lying beside the 
bones as if they 
belonged 
to

together in a pile^ outside of the ex- 
cavation, and aH' effort will be made 
to identify them. 


There are numerous conjectures as 


to how the skeleton happened to be 
where it was found, in a situation

A reporter 
conversing with Mr. 


George L. Warner, who has been a 
citizen of Newark all his life, and who 
is unusually well informed, and al- 
ways keeps track of local events xif 
interest, was informed that about 50 
years ago a man by the name of Cong- 
don kept a grocery on the canal front, 
just east of Tenney & Morgan's ware- 
house. The warehouse at that time 
was kept by Mr. L. K. Warner, father 
of George L. Warner. 


Congdon disappeared suddenly one 


night and was never heard of again, 
and it was thought that he had either 
done away with himself in some re- 
mote place where ie could not be 
found, or that he had been murdered.

(Continued from Page 1.) 


the locomotives and other rolling 
stock from tho line between Sinmln- 
tln, Koupangtse and Yinkow. It Is 
said In certain high quarters here that 
the Chinese are justified In taking this 
course, as thp high-handed action of 
the Japanese In endeavoring to force 
them to violate neutrality by carrying 
contraband of war left them no alter- 
native, notwithstanding the fact that 
the loss of revenue will be a serious 
one, 
probably resulting in the deter- 


ioration of the bonds of the railway. 


Neutrality Not Violated. 


Washington, March 14.— From the 


foreign offlco afr Tokyo the Japanese 
legation has received a dispatch bear- 
ing on tho report that the Russian 
government has again drawn the, at- 
tention of the powers with a state- 
ment to the effect that the imperial 
troops were guilty of a violation ot 
Chinese neutrality, as their appear- 
ance behind the Russian army in the 
western part of Fentien province must 
have been effected by taking a route 
through Mongolia. "As a matter of 
fact," the Japanese dispatch from To- 
kyo says, "the imperial forces have 
never passed through Mongolian terri- 
tory, while Russia had long been 
drawing supplies from Mongolia and 
always has been sending there dis- 
guised or armed troops which, intimi- 
dating native princes and people, have 
caused them to render assistance to 
the Russians in the rear." 


Russian Prisoners. 


Newchwang, March j.4.—The ques- 


tion of transporting and caring for the 
thousands of Russian prisoners is now 
engrossing the attention of the Jap- 
anese authorities. It is said 
over 


40,000 will be sent to Japan by way of 
Dalny, and that large numbers will be 
shipped from Yinkow as soon as the 
Liao river opens. Japanese .officers ar- 
riving say that Russian soldiers are 
surrendering in a constant stream, 
and that great bodies of men kneeling 
beg the mercy of the victors 
Starv- 


ing, 
wounded and 
half-frozen 
Rus- 


sians, the officers say, are hiding in 
the countryside, and as their escape 
is impossible they must either surren- 
der or starve to death, the country 
being denuded'of provisions. 


Deed of Terrorists. 


St. Petersburg, March 14.—Further 


/terrorist attempts are reported. Lieu- 
tenant Kouloff of the Volga Cossacks 
has been mortally injured by revolu- 
tionaries in the courtyard of his homo 
at Kremenchug, in revenge, it is cup- 
posed, for his share in suppressing the 
disorders in Moscow. M. Hoffenberg, 
chief of police at Minsk, was attacked 
by a man armed with a revolver, but 
escaped unhurt. Many officers 
con- 


cerned in the suppression of disorders 
have 
received threatening1 letters. 


Revolutionary 
proclamations • have 


been discovered at Cronstadt, inciting 
sailors and dockyard workmen to re 
fuse to fit out warships or, as an alter- 
native, damage them so as to prevent 
their sailing. 


Compliments the Japs. 


St. Petersburg, March 14.—General 


Kuropatkin compliments the Japanese 
intelligence department. He says in 
a late dispatch: "Thanks to the organ- 
ization of their intelligence depart- 
ment and their reconnaissance, the 
Japanese always knew the positions 
occupied by our armjr." In a dispatch 
dated March 12 General Kuropatkin 
says 50,000 Russians were wounded 
during the last few days' fighting. 


COST 100,001) LIVES 


Did an Error Committed by the Rus- 


sian General—Details of Great 


Battle of Mukden. 


With General Kuroki's Army in the 


Field, Northeast of Mukden, Sunday, 
March 12, via Fushan, March 14—Ev- 
ery hour increases the magnitude of 
the disaster suffered by the Russians. 
Today 25,000 dead are known to have 
been left on the field, making the cas 
ualties at least 100,000. Between 50,- 
000 and 60,000 prisoners, some 70 guns 
and enormous quantities of arnmunt 
tion and provisions fell into the bands 
of the Japanese. The Japanese losses 
do not exceed those of former great 
battles, even General Kuroki's army 
losing only 5,000. 


Field Marshal Oyama's plans 
com- 


pletely deceived General Kuropatkin. 
The Russian 
commander 
misjudged 


the positions and strength of ihe Jap- 
anese. He at first thought that Gen 
eral Nogi's Port Arthur army was 
passing his eatt Hank, and concentrat- 
ed a great force there. This force he 
was afterwards 
obliged to ship 
to 


Mukden, where it arrived in a state of 
exhaustion after a forced march, and 
was unable to fight. A retreat from 
Mukden began March 'J. It became a 
demoralized flight when the Russians 
tfiscovercvl that their progress was be- 
ins blocked by Japanese infantry and 
artillery on the cast.

Some improvement in the internal 


situation is noticed. Confronted with 
3,000 infantry and six squadrons of 
cavalry the peasant bands which for 
a week have created in parts of the 
governments 
of Orel, 
Tschernigoff 


and Kursk a reign of anarchy, arson 
and plunder has dispersed. Several 
hundred arrests have been made. Up- 
risings in other sections are yielding 
before the show of force, and unless 
another general mobilization should 
be ordered, there seems to be a proba- 
bility that order will be restored. 


Local authorities are 
preparing 


even now for an unexpected outbreak 
of cholera, building quarantine sheds 
and instituting restrictive measures 
on railway travel.
